No Cholera Cases in the City Since 


Thursday Night. 


THREE MORE VESSELS ADDED TO THE 
QUARANTINE FLEET. 


Passengers on the Wyoming Refuse to 
' Land on Fire Island and Appeal to the 
Public—Vessels Arrived Last Night— 
The Plague Abroad—Criminal' Indiffer- 
-ence of the Hamburg dAuthorities— 
Fighting the Pest. 


NEw YorK, Sept. 17.~There has been no 
known case of cholera in this city since 
Thursday, and only one case suspected to be 
cholera. The suspect is the man Hoppe,who 
came to notice yesterday. The big liner 
Fuerst Bismarck came over the bar this 
morning, clean as a hound’s tooth of cholera 
germs.~ She had no steerage passengers, but 
carried 447 cabin passengers, all of whom are 
well. Among them are Hon. A. G. Porter, 
Minister at Konmie; Hon. R. J. Porter, Hon. 
Alfred C. Chapin and Mrs, Chapin, Spencer 
Trask and Mrs. Trask. 

The Fuerst Bismarck will probably come up 
to-day. The Mohawk of London came in 
with all wellaboard. Senator Ingalls, Jesse 
Storey and Duke of North Carolina were 
among the passengers. Sixty-seven there 
were ofthe cabin passengers and fifty-five 
passengers in the steerage. The latter were 
as healthy as those on the upper decks, and 
the Mohawk was permitted to come up to the 
city. 

There are nearly four thousand souls de- 
tained down the bay and a fleet of ships are 
at anchor, the Bothnia, Servia and City of 
Chester having been added last night. 

The Wieland will probably be released and 
goto herdock to-day. The Moraviajwill be 
discharged ina day ortwo and her passen- 
gers landed atEllis Island. The Wyoming 
is being held to get the result of the bac- 
teriological examination. The Heligoland 
will be detained some days. The Bohemia 
willalso be held. She has had no new cases 
and no suspects since arrival. To-day the 
cabin passengers on the Wyomingand Ruglia 


will betransferred to Fire Island. The Ceph- 


eus willtakethem over. Eachship’s pas- 
sengers will be kept separate at Fire Island. 

The Health Board’s1l0a.m,. bulletin is as 
follows: 

**No cases of cholera or suspected cases of 
cholera have been reported to this depart- 
ment since the last bulletin.’’ 

REEUSED TO LAND. 

The cabin passengers of the State of Ne 
vada have already come upto the city. The 
steerage will come to-morrow. Every one of 
the Scandia’s 1,000 passengers will be re- 
clothed to-day and then transferred to Camp 
Low. Their own clothing will be disinfected 
andreturned to them before they are dis- 
charged. 

The steamboat Cepheus has returned from 
the steamer Wyoming. Dr. Voight reports 
to Dr. Jenkinsthat the Wyoming’s passen- 
gers refuse to go to Fire Isiand, claiming 
that the Wyoming isnot an, infected ship. 
The doctor will compelthem to go to-mor- 
row, even if he has to use force.

Surgeon General Hamilton notified Dr. 
Jenkins at Quarantine this morning by tele- 


- graphthat he isready to receive cabin pas- 


gengers or steerage passengers at Camp Low, 
as the health officer may direct. Dr. Ham- 
ilton, however, says that thesteerage pas- 
sengers must first pass through Hoffman 
Island before he will receivethem. There 
has been no information received as yet as to 
how many passengers will be sent here, but 
Dr. Hamilton is of the opinion that about 
eight hundred will likely be sent here to-day 
from Hoffman Island. 

. Maj. Hutton, who has been assisting Sur- 
geon-General Hamilton, will leave Camp 
Low to-day for New York. He will be re- 
lieved by Surgeon Sawteli, who will arrive 
here to-morrow from Boston. 

Capt. Goodrell of Philadelphia, Lieut. 
Prochazka of Norfolk, Lieut. Dutton and 
seventy-three marines arrived here at 1l 
o’clock to-day on the United States tug 
Traffic, bringing supplies for the camp. | 

The Fire Island Hotel authorities this morn 
ing received orders to be 1n readiness for the 
reception of cabin passengers of the Rugia 
and Wyoming, the quarantined steamships. 

After the Fire Island trouble was over, Gov. 
Flower had sent to him at the Windsor a 
mysterious box which is belteved to contain 
an infernal machine, accompanied by a 
letter, showing that the sender of both was 
a crank. Fortunately the contents of the 
box were discovered before any harm was 
dune, It was learned) the letter was maile41 
in this city, but no information could be ob- 
tained of the source from which the myster- 
jons box itself came. |Gov.

RETURNING CONFIDENCE. 


The public interest im cholera now is grow- 
inglesssharp and the morning papers to- 
day are pushing cholera news along to. make 
room in the display columns for fresher mat- 
ter. The people have lost the nervous 
apprehension’ that at the’ outset 
prevailed, Utmost vigor and vigilance are 
being exercised officially, and the public 
seems not disposed to shoulder anxieties that 
are being borne to thelr satisfaction by the 
authorities. The morning opened, as did 
yesterday morning, crisp and cloudlessly 
bright and hope and energy characterize all 
having to do with the quarantine here.

RUNNING THE BLOCKADE. 


IMMIGRANTS SWARMING INTO THE UNITED 
STATES FROM CANADA, 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 17.—Immigrants 
have begun blockade running. To pass De- 
troit without a proper certificate is impos- 
sible, and they are now swarming intothe 
United States by means of small boats at 
outlying towns, and nothing short of an ab- 
solute river patrol, day and night, willystop 
them. 

Eleven immigrants crossed the river at 
Wyandotte Wednesday night under cover of 
the darkness intwosmall rowboats and the 
entire lot left Wyandotte on the 10 o’clock 
train. The Oustom-house officials learned of 
the stolen march afterthe birds had flown 
and reported the case to the Wyandotte 
health officer. Means were taken 
at once to thoroughly investigate 


the case, but the utmost vigilance has failed 
to developa clue. The immigrants were of u 
better class. Since then night patrolmen 
have been in structed to devote most of their 
watch tothe river bank. 

At Marine City a batch of immigrants got 
across recently. They had no quarantine 
certificates and were taken before the Mayor. 
The Mayor isa physician and he examined 
them and allowed them to cross the river. 


DETAINED AT BOSTON. 
Boston, Mass., Sept. 17.—The steamer 
Wetherby from Hambure, which has been 
in quarantine here fora week, will probably 
remain here until winter. There 
is no sickness among the crew 


the ship carries no passengers, but the health 
authorities have decided that *‘it is better to 
be sure than sorry,’’ and will detain her 
until sure that she has no cholera germs in 
her hold. Hercargo, manifested as miscel- 
laneous, consists principally of beet sugar, 
oemeagy is very damp and is packed in woolen 
ags. 


EVADED ALL QUARANTINES. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—Ellas Levin, a 
Jewish peddler, returned from a visit to Ger- 
many last Wednesday and joined his family at 
216 Woodland avenue. Last night a neighbor 


called tosee him and was refused admit- 
tance, the statement being made that he was 
sick. A physician was called, who says he 
eanfind no symptoms of cholera. Levin 
spent three months in Europe and for ten 
days of that time was confined ina hospital 
He passed tlirough every port 
between that city and Cleveland, evading in 
some way all quarantines, Even his baggage 
was not once examined. The doctor advised 
that the baggage be burned. Levin has been 
ordered to report at the Health Office, 


DETENTION CAMP AT SAVANNAH. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 17.—The United States 
Government has granted to the city of 
Savannah the right to use Fort Pulaskias 
adetention camp for uninfected passengers,

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 17.—The Davison 
County pest-house onthe banks of the Cul- 
bert and about three miles from this 
city was destroyed by fire last 
night. It had been cleaned up 


and putin repair the day previous by order 
of the county health officers,and it is thought 
people living in the vicinity supposed it was 
intended for the reception of cholera patients 
and burned it to prevent it belug so used. 


AN UNFOUNDED RUMOR. 
Ex Paso, Tex., Sept. 17.—A rumor gained 
currency here yesterday that a case of 
Astatic cholera had developed at Chihuahua, 


south of here on the Mexican Central, but 
telegraphic inquiry fatled to substantiate the 
report, 


NOT CHOLERA AT DENVER. 
DENVER, Colo., Sept. 17.—Paul Rahne, a 
German, aged 45, died after three hours’ ill- 


ness yesterday from cholera morbus. It was 
at first reported to be a case of real cholera. 


APPEAL FOR AID. 


PASSENGELS ON THE WYOMING ADDRESS THE 
PUBLIC. 

New York, Sept. 17.—The second cabin and 

steerage passengers of the Guion Line 

steamship Wyoming who have been held in 


quarantine since Sept. 6, have issued the fol- ; 


lowing appeals to the public. 
The appeal from lhe second cabin pas- 


sengers reads: 

In the interest of overtwo hundred second cabin 
passengers inthe steamer Wyoming, we, the under- 
signed, actingintheir behait, protest against our 
vexatious and unjustifiable detention fin quarantine. 
We arrived on Tuesday week last (Sept. 6) having 
had & prosperous Voyage and a clean bill of health, 
save the ihdisposition of a baby who had been 
delicate since its birth some months ago. For this 
trivial reason we were detained at upper quarantine 
with instructions atthe same time to have the ves- 
sel thoroughly fumigated and disinfected. As a 
consequence of the latter a large number of steerage 
passengers were exposed to serious daaxers from the 
strong remaining traces of guiphur, damp berths, 
ete.. the time having been too short todry up the 
different apartments. As a result, two children, 
who had been in perfect health the previous night 
at 10 o’clock and two others of delicate constitution, 
hed to be taken ashore thesame day. The mother 
of the dead children, on awake ning, 
received such shock that she became 
gemi-unconscious and remained in that con- 
dition until taken ashore that evening, 
Since then not a single individual on board has had 
one moment’ssjckness, and yet we are compelled 
to rernain here,alinost within a call of three cholera- 
infected shivs. What is still worse, we are here for 
an indefinite period, no date having as yet been as- 
signed for our release, We are not even classified 
asa cholera-stricken vessel. On the contrary we 
have a clean ship. Several quarantine physicians 
have actually deciared om our decks that we are not 
only a perfectly clean vessel, but have been abso- 
lutely free from any infection whatever since we 
jeft Liverpool, over twenty days ago. in 
view of these facts we Wemand our 
immediate release. Our silence up to the 
present has been entirely due to the 
daily promise of release held out to us by the health 
authorities. There is, however, a limit to all human 
endurance, and surely we have reached that iimit. 
In the face of these facts, and as our case is a special 
exception, we appeal tothe sympathy, the human- 
ity and the well Known generesity of American oiti- 
zens. We earnestly implore your aid in releasing us 
from our present imprisonment and restoring us to 
our cherished homes, our almost distracted families 
and our anxious friends. We beseech 


defective forsuch a large number of people (over 
seven hundred) that sickness of ordinary charac- 
ter might break outatany moment. In view of the 
above facts we submit that there are no further 
grounds for our detention, and we hereby reiterate 
our demand for immediate release.

The appeal from the steerage passengers Is 

as follows: 


We, the undersigned, acting as an elected com- 
mittee at a public meeting this day, respectfully 
solicit the sympathy and earnest efforts of our 
fellow-citizens in the great Republic for the purpose 
of effecting our immediate discharge. We have 
now been over six days penned up in a vessel with 
over seven hundred passengers and scarcely stand- 
Ing-room on deck since we came on board. We have 
hada perfectly clean ship as regards any infectious 
disease or, indeed, any disease whatever, save 
three accidents directly due to suffocation immedi- 
ately after our vessel was fumigated when we first 
arrivedin port. With such serious inconveniences 
and apparent dangers sickness may break out at apy 
moment and thereby still further cause our deten- 
tion for another indefinite period, Every baby, in 
fact (and we have quite a number on board). who 
exhibits the slightest symptoms of ordinary every- 
day indisposition may prolong our quarantine until 
doomsday or death may release each and all of us. 
We ask, is this not slow murder and who are alone to 
blame forsuch terrible consequences should they 
manifest themselves, but the quarentine health 
officers, When the passengers of the mos: cholera- 
stricken vessels from pest ports are carefully looked 
alter, removed and attended to, we, an unaffected 
ship, are allowed to remain so that we may be slowly 
and painfully murdered through want of exercise. 
insufficient sleeping accommodations and continued 
despoftiency. Weask for justice, for which the 
justice and freedom of the great Republic has hith- 
erto been celebrated. We appeal to our fellow-citi- 
zenstouse their utmost endeavor. to effect our im- 
mediate restoration from our present imprisonment, 
end, knowingthe sympathy, geuverosity and human- 
ity of our fellow-citizens, we feel confident that our 
appeal will notbe in vain.

AT QUARANTINE. 


THREE ADDITIONS TO THE FLEET IN DETEN- 
TION. 

QUARANTINE, S. I., Sept. 17.—At 9 
o’clock the fleet of quarantined vessels at 
the lower and upper stations stands as fol- 
lows: In lower quarantine are the steam- 
ships Normannia, Moravia, Rugia, Scandia, 
Heligoland, Bohemia and Suevia. The Wy- 
oming left the lower quarantine at 7:30 this 
morning and anchored in the Narrows. 

The morning at upper quarantine opened 
lively with a fleet consisting of the Wieland, 
Mohawk, Fuerst Bismarck, State of Nevada, 
City of Chester, Philadelphia, City of Bir- 
mingham, Danish Prince and Arisaig, all 
walting attention. Several of these were 
soon cleared and only the larger vessels re- 
mained for more careful inspection. At 8 
o’clock the Wyoming came up from the 


lower bay and dropped anchor above Nor- 
ton’s Point, east of the main channel in 
Gravesend Bay. 

Dr. Walser went below shortly before 10 
o’clock to look over the Normannia and the 
Rugia forthe lasttime prior to p2rmitting 
them to proceed to Upper Quarantine to dis- 
charge their cargoes. ) 

Dr. Voight, after returning to tne city with 
his charge trom Fire Island, reported to his 
chief here at 10 o’clock last evening and 
stayed all night, unannoyed even by dreams 
that he was stlillatthe Surf Hotel shouting 
‘*tront!’’ in frantic endeavors to quiet his 
temporary boarders. Dr. Voight is to con- 
sult with Landlord Stoker atthe Hoffman at 
Pier A atil:30 this morning &nd then Mr. 
Stoker will call on Dr. Jenkins here. 

The change of position on the part of the 
Wyoming this morning brings out the result 
ol the bacteriological examination on the 
death of two Persian children, Dr. Byron 
gained positive eVidence that the little girl 
died of Asiatic cholera, but the test in the 
case of the boy produced only negative re- 
sults. Dr. Talmage’s inspection of the 
Fuerst Bismarck confirmed the report of ‘‘all 
well’’ by the ship's surgeon, Nachtigall. 

At 8:25 this morning the Heligoland sig- 
nalled: ‘‘lam getting short of water and 
must endeavor to get some,’’ 

Among the fifty-seven cabin passengers of 
the Mohawk, which arrived this morning 
from London, are Mme. Tavari, Senator In- 
galls, Prof. McLaith and Mr. and Mrs. 
Hewitt. 

The Fuerst Bismarck from Southampton 
brings 275 saloon aad 172 second cabin pas- 
sengers. All are well on board. 

The Allan Line steamship State of Nevada, 
which arrived hereon Saturday from Ham- 
burg, was released at 10 o’clock and pro- 
ceeded toher pier. 

Dr. Byron’s 12:40 p. m. report is as follows: 
**We have been downto the fleet. All O. K. 
On board the Bohemia a few cases of measles 
among thgchildren. The steamer has over 
200 children on board and all the passengers 
have had a bath and disinfection. The name 
of the passenger who died on Swinburne Is!- 
and this morning was Chage Mass, French, 
aged 28. She came on-the Bohemia and was 
admitted to the hospital yesterday.’’

PREPARATIONS AT FIRE ISLAND. 

FIRE ISLAND, N. Y., Sept. 17.—The employes 
of the Surf Hotel who did not go outon 
strike with the servants were up early this 
morning making the necessary preparations 
for. the reception of the de- 
tained cabin passengers on the 
Wyoming and Scandia. Orders’ that 


the passengers should be transferred to Fire 
Isianad were not officially received until this 
morning, although it was believed that the 
telegram received by Capt. Cochran from 
Gov. Flower last night to keep the troops 
here indefinitely meant that other passen- 
gers might be expected to-day. 

Dr. Voight has telegraphed Mr. Wall that 


100 first-class and 200 second-class from the | 


Wyoming and twenty-six first-class pass- 
engers from the Scandia will reach Fire 
Island about 4o’clock this afternoon. They 
will be brought here on the Cepheus. Cooks, 
stewards, etc., from the infected steamers 
will increase the number ti be landed here to 
nearly four hundred, 

Capt. Cochrane has telegraphed Adjt.- 
Gen. Porter that after the  Janding 
of the passengers from the Wyoming 
and Scandia he will make preparations tojtake 
home the three companies oi troops now 
here. Hesays unless otherwise ordered the 
troops under his commaad will leave Fire 
Island to-morrow morning on the steamer 
Ripple for home via Babylon. This turn of 
affairs was the outcome of a telegram from 
Gen. Porter inquiring intothe condition of 
things. 


CHOLERA ABROAD. 


IGNORANCE AND INDIFFERENCE OF GERMAN 
OFFICIALS. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—The Times this morning 
publishes the first of a series of articles by 
Hall Caine, describing a tour in Western Rus. 
sia and Galicia. The writer says that when 
he left Berlin two months ago Karl Franzos, 
knowing he would return by way of Hamburg 
warned him that Hamburg{was the worst 
cholera bed in Europe, and that he should 
quit the city instantly if a single case was re- 

rted. r. Caine adds thut when he re- 
urned to Hamburg the epidemic had already 
appeared, but no precautions had been 
taken except at the excellent barracks for 
Jewish immigrants on the American quay. 

The Times also publishes another letter of 
its series on cholera, written by well-known

The whole movement, the writer adds, Is the 
work of the German pfess, which rushes into 
a frenzy of excitementover the epidemic in 
Hamburg. ‘Lurid telegrams were printed 
embodying a street gossip and equally val- 
uable information. Not a single local journ- 
alist has entered a cholera hospital in Ham- 
burg or has seen what he pretends to de- 
scribe. A bugzofthe town authorities ‘was 
indulged in and hysterical demands for all 
sorts of crdinances wefte made. 

Sensationalism, maleVolence and ignorance 
have been the material§8 employed to ide 
public opinion, No wonder that every local 
authority was quaking and felt compelled to 
brace itself up to a tremendous state of vigil- 
ance. 

The Hanover magistrates deny that twenty- 
four cases of cholera Rave occurred there. 
They say that there have been only two cases 
there. In one case the patient recovered and 
inthe other death regulted, Both persons 
attacked camd¢ from Hamburg. 

A bargeman’s child has been admitted to 
the Moabit Hospitalin Berlin, suffering with 
Asiatic cholera. Two other cases imported 
by river craft have occurred near Berlin. A 
strict sanitary watch onthe river and canals 
has been instituted, 


QUARANTINE AGAINST NEW YORK. 
HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Sept. 17.—The Board 
of Health telegraphed the Hon. John Carling, 
Minister of Agriculture, that in view of the 
existence of cholera in New York, it is the 


opinion of the Board thatsome general quar- 
antine regulations should be made to protect 
all the ports of Nova Scotia, and particularly 
the ports of Halifax, Yarmouth, Pictou, Dig- 
by, Annapolis, Tewksbury, Sidney and North 
Sidney against the introdlictlon of the disease 
from the United States. -.The Halifax board 
desired to be informed at regulations the 
Government would take for the protection of 


the Atlantic ports. 


HAMBURG STATISTICS. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 17.—There were reported 
to-day 387 new cases Of cholera, 213 degths 
and 346 interments. The epidemic has caused 
the deatnof about 3,000 children, and has left 


2,400 orphans. An inspection of the work- 
men’s dwellings at Hammerbrook, Ham- 
mand and Horn, suburbs of this city, has 
disclosed a shocking state of sanitary affairs. 

Since the first outbreakin this city 14,804 
cases and 6,506 deaths have been reported. 
The epidemic has entirely dled out in the 
harbor quarantine. Artesian wells are being 
sunk in the city and suburbs, and pure water 
is expected in a few days. 


PANIC AT QUEBEC. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 17.—A panic nas seized the 
employes at Grosse Isie quarantine station, 
and when the supply steamer was leaving 
there Thursday night there was a rush to get 


on board. Someescaped. The Quebec mem- 
bers of the Central Board of Health of this 
Province left last night for Montreal, where 
a meeting will be held for the purpose, it is 
said, of proclaiming a Canadian quarantine 
against the United States. 


TO BE DETAINED. 
St. JoHN’s, Newfoundland, Sept. 17.—The 
Government yesterday issued a prociama- 
tion that vessels arriving from infected ports 


shall be quarantined for twenty-one days 
from the commencement of the voyage. The 
steamef Miranda, six days from New York, 
will be quarantined for fifteen days. Her 
cargo of fruit has been thrown overboard. 


NO STEERAGE PASSENGERS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 17.—The State Line steamer 
State of Nebraska, from Glasgow, sailed from 
Moville for New York to-day with 170 first- 
class and eighty second-class passengers. 
Her steerage is empty. 

IN NAPLES.

LABOR NEWS. 


Resolution Adopted by Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 17. The Brotherhood 

of Locomotive Firemen have adopted a series 


of resolutions, of which the following are the . 


most important: 

The action ofthe Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad Co. in demanding the withdrawal 
from labor organizations ofits employes Is 
not only an unwarranted attack upon labor- 
ing men, but a thrust at the very life of 
American institutions. When corporations 
shall have the power to abridge the personal 


liberty of our citizens then the disintrega- 
tion of our grand republic is at hand. 

Weearnestiy protest against the use of 
military power of the several States and of 
the nation, by corporations to further their 
interests when the exigency of the occasion 
do not demand it. When militia shall be de- 
tailed to take the place of strikers, perform- 
ing other than military duties, they disgrace 
the flag of the nation. 

The power now held by incorporations to 
employ, arm and equip as much of mer- 
cenaries to assassinate workingmen, will, if 
not checked, precipitate conflicts which will 
endanger the perpetuation of the Republic. 

We declare the Brotherhood of Firemen to 
be a non-sectarian and non-political organ- 
ization and decry the effort of any individual 
to bring religious or political questions into 
the order. 

The other resolutions relating to all organ- 
ized labor, favor a feleration of railway 
unions, declare friendship to all labor organ- 
izations and disapprove convict labor in 
competition with honest labor, 

THE HOMESTEAD MILLS. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., Sept. 17.—Eighteen work- 
men from Philade!phia arrived this morning, 
and were put at work in the mills. 

Under cover of darkness last night a large 
number of Hungarians held a meeting on the 
river bank near the mill yard. They were 
addressed by representatives of the Carnegie 
Steel Co., andit is said thatthey voted to 
return to work by the end of next week. 

Itis generally conceded by friends of the 
strikers thatthe efforts being made by the 
firm to induce this classof men to return 
to work is an indication of a weaken- 
ing on the part of the company. There is not 
nearly so much work being done in the mills 
to-day and the officials of the company refuse 
to talk to reporters on the situation or give 
reasons for the evident inactivity.

Mr. ‘*‘Billy’? Snyder Downed by 
‘Randall’? Garrison. 


Two Young St Louis Swells Fight to 
a Finish. 


AN EXCITING 8IX-ROUND MILL IN A 
LIVERY STABLE, 


Snyder Fought Hard and Well, but His 
Antagonist’s Superior Height and 
Weight Were Too Much for Him-—All 
the Details of the Fight Carried Out 
in True Ring Style-The Lightweight 
Championship of the West End Set- 
tled. 


, Young Mr. Charles Randal Garrison of the 
well-known Garrison family of St. Louis, and 
younger Mr. William Snyder, son of Rey. 
John Snyder ofthe Unitarian Church of the 
Messiah of this city, both young gentlemen 
being swell bank clerks and prominent in lo- 
cal society circles, were the principalsin a 
plucky glove-fight which took place in the 
West End last Sunday morning but which 
has been kept very quiet until to-day. 

_ (hey are accordingly, just now, the heroes 
of their ‘‘set,’’ Mr. Garrison posing asthe 
Corbett of the encounter, and Mr. Snyder as 
its John L. Sullivan, the latter young man 
having been ‘‘kKnocked out’’ In the sixth 
round, after a very lively and ‘‘game’’ 
struggle that furnished considerable excite- 
menttoaselect circle of friends invited to 
witness the set-to. 

Taking place while the swell young princli- 
pals were still underthe pugilistic influence 
of the great heavy-welght prize-fight in New 
Orleans, the affair was modeled upon that 
historic battle, but it differs from it in one 
especially marked particular. 

When John L. Sullivan opened his eyes 
after Corbett’s knock-out blow in the famous 
twenty-first round of the Sullivan-Corbett 
fight, he murmured the words: ‘‘*Booze 
did it.’’ 

When ‘‘Billy’’ Snyder recovered his con- 
sciousness after ‘‘Randal’’ Garrison’s knock- 
out blow in the sixth round of the Garrison- 
Snyderfight, he murmured instead: ‘‘Ice 
water did it.’’ 

This variation from the story of his great 
model’s downfall was caused by the fact that 
atthe endot the fifth round young Snyder 
had drank three glasses of ice water. Be- 
ing tapped on the stomach immediately 
thereafter by Mr. Garrison he fainted and 
had to be taken home in a carriage. 

The Garrison-Snyder fight took place in the 
livery stable of Keyes & Watkins, No. 1005 
North Grand avenue. ‘‘It was pugilistically 
‘fen regle’’ from start to finish. A sawdust 
ring had bebn prepared, seconds, time- 
keeper anda referee appointed, the chosen 
guests invited, the livery stable people 
allowed to witness the encounter itn réward 
for their having granted the use of the stable 
as a fighting ground, and then, behind closed 
doors, the great St. Louis ‘‘society prize 
fight’’ took place. 

To add to its appropriately professional at- 
mosphere, there was no ill-feeling whatever 
between the two young pugtiists who then 
faced one another in the squared circle. 
They had always been the warmest of 
friends, andare so to-day. The fight was 
strictly in the line of a personal investiga- 
tion as to who was the best man, and the in- 
vestigation was conducted toa satisfactory 
and conclusive finale. 

Four-minute rounds were the order, and 
the men were coached between rounds just 
like ‘‘sure enough’’ pugilists. The fight was 
fullof the most thrilling uncertainty up to 
the very moment of the ‘‘knock-out’’ blow. 
Consequently every one present had the ‘full 
worth of his money,’’ so to speak, and there 
was but one verdict at its close, It had been 
adaisy. The fullstory of the fight, as learned 
from principals, seconds and witnesses, will 
now be told by roundsand with appropriate 


details. 
THE PREL[MINARIES. 

Young **Billy’’ Snyder, Rev. Dr. Snyder's 
son, was the challengerto the encounter of 
last Sunday morning. Itappears that Keyes 
& Watkins’ stable had been the scene of other 
glove fights between swell young society 
men of the West End, and the champlonship 
hung inthe balance between Randal Garri- 
sonand Billy Snyder. To relieve the situa- 
tion of this Strain young Snyder 
threw down the gauntlet to young 
Garrison, who promptly accepted the chal- 
lenge. Snydér lives with his father’s family 
at No. 2613 Pine street, and Garrison, who is 
asonof the late Charles Garrison, with his 
mother at No. 3518 Page avenue, The fight 
was to settle the point of whether the honor 
of harboring a ‘‘champion’’ was tobe ac- 
corded to Pihe street or Page avenue, a ques- 
tion in which the young ‘‘swelldom’’ of all 
the West End was deeply interested. There 
was no money upon the fight. It was strictly 
for the time-honored meed of blood and 
glory. 

The details of the fight were agreed upon 
with the same plucky promptn that char- 
acterized the preliminary preparations for 
the great Sullivan-Corbett battle. All the 
principals wanted was to ‘‘git together’’ and 
every nerve was strained to bring about this 
cheerful alm. 

It was agreed that the fight should be to a 
finish with 5-ounce gloves, é 

Marquis of Queensbury rules were to gov- 
ern the fight, with four-minute rounds and 
one minute rests between. 

Failure to come to time at the call of the 
fight to the prin. 
cipal already in his position in the fing, 

By mutual consent the circle wa 
to be a twenty-four-foot 
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society man, acted as ‘’Billy’’ Snyder’s 
second. 

Mr. George Parrish, son of Dr. John G. 
Parish of 30448 Easton avenue, equally well- 
known among the younger ‘‘swell set’’ of 
the West End, was Randal Garrison’s 
second. 

Mr. Ed Roberts, a third member of the 
same set, was appointed timekeeper. 

Harry’’ Gray, a former teacher of box- 
ing, was made referee. ' 

Invitations were issued to thirty-five mem- 
bers ofthe Garrison-Snyder ‘‘coterie,’’ and 
all accepted. Consequently the gathering 
was a brilliant one, exceeded only in point of 
numbers py that which had graced the 
Olympic Club in New Orleans on the Wednes- 


) day night preceding. 


THE MEN. 

The two principals, both of whom were 
Pastime Athletic Club men, had trained fora 
short time previous to the date set for the 
fight. They may not have been ‘‘prime,’’ 
but they were at least not ‘‘stale.’’ 

At 10 o’clock on last Sunday morning, ac- 
cordingly, they stepped into the ring at 
Keys & Watkins’ stable. Randal Garrison 
was dressed in a ring costume 
of dark brown drawers, socks and gym- 
nasium shoes. Heisi19 years old, stands 5 
feet 7 inches and welghs 132 pounds. Heisa 
collector for the National Bank of Com- 
merce, located at Broadway and Olive 
street. Heis quite a promising amateur 
athlete and in society is known as probably 
the best leader of Germans in the local 
**swim.’’ 

Mr, ‘‘Billy’’ Snyder made his appearance 
forthe ‘‘scrap’’ inaring costume of gray 
drawers, stockings and gymnasium shoes, 
He is younger, shorter and lighter than Gar- 
rison, being 18 years old, standing 6 feet 5 
inches, and weighing 122 pounds. But what 
he lacks in size and weight young Snyder 
makesup in pluck, and he stood an even 
favorite with Garrison atthe outset, among 
the knowing young sports present .at the 
ringside. 

He works at the Boatman’s Bank, corner 
of Fourth street and Washington: avenue, 
and isa handsome young fellow, with the 
easy and light-hearted bearing of a well- 
trained boxer, who could stand a gorge of 
punishment without any desire to quit or 
throw up the sponge. 

The 5-ounce gloves were carefully drawn 
on the hands of.their respective prin- 
Cipals by Seconds Cox and Roberts as 
soon as the former had stripped for the 
fray. Then, amid profound and almost 
breathless excitement, Referee Gray an- 
hnuunced the terms of the contest, after 
which Time-keeper Roberts called ‘‘time,’’ 
and pugilists Garrison and Snyder advanced 
to the middle of the sawdust and solemnly 
shook hands for the first round. 

FIRST ROUND. 

It was apparent that John L. Sullivan was 
to be ‘*Billy’’ Snyder’s model for 
the fight and that the ‘*Sullivan 
rush’’ was counted on to vo 
the business for Mr. Garrison despite the ten 
pounds difference in weight. <A quick left- 
hander for Garrison’s head was only escaped 
by a genuine Corbett dodge, and then 
Snyder’s terrible right swung half-way 
round the circle and fell on Garrison’s neck, 
narrowly missing that fatal jaw 
corner so loved by Sullivan. At 
this prompt, very prompt, begin- 
bing of hostilities, Randel Garrison 
saw that he was to have the work cut out for 
him, and began to play the tactics that ulti- 
mately won himthefight. He allowed Sny- 
der to ‘‘rush’’ him for the first round, and 
some very pretty in-fighting was the result, 
with the round ending in Snyder’s favor, 
after a clinch on the ragged edge of the saw- 
dust. 

SECOND ROUND. 

Both principals were then carefully sponged 
off and filled to the muzzle with instructions, 
while .he merits of their respective styles of 
fighting were discussed by those present in 
a manner that would have turned Arthur 
Brisbane or ‘‘Macon’’ green with hopeless 
envy. 

The second round opened with Snyder even 
fuller of fight than he was of instructions, 
and Garrison about half-and-half wit heach, 
and accordingly running on a level keel. 
Again Snyder forced the fighting, closing on 
Garrison almost before the latter had time 
to get up an answering Corbett glare 
to the John L. green-eyed binnacle light 
that gleamed from Snyder’s eyes. Another 
right and left hander from Snyder opened up 
this round, but this time it made young Gar- 
rison mad, and his five-ounce glove hit on 
Snyder’s head with a crack that 
had a whole planetary system in it. 


A cross-counter rush followed, with Garri- 
son allowing himself to be driven back from 
his impetuous assailant. Snyder did the 
best fighting in this round,. and just 
as time owas called he got in sa 
shoulder blow on Garrison’s face that made 
the minute’s rest following it as wel- 
come to that young gentleman as is 
the gentle rain. to the sweet flow- 
ers of May. Snyder stock rising, and 
instructions to Garrison tinged by a confu- 
sion of ideas as to whether he had better kill 
Snyder inthe next round or merely cripple 
him, as a reward for his audacity. 


THIRD ROUND. 

For the thifd round Garrison showed up 
with that dangerous look on his face that 
once made old Commodore Garrison the ter- 
ror of evil-doers on the Pacific slope. He 
was not inclined to let ‘‘Billy’’ Sny- 
der do all the rushing any 
longer, and this round was a hammer-and- 
tongs set-to that winded both the fighters 
badly. It was also the round of the first 
**knockK-down,’’ and Snyder scored it, giving 
his heavier opponent a neat ‘‘clip’’ full 
inthe face that laid him quite flat on the 
ammonta-scented sawdust. The round ac- 
cordingly closed with Snyder stock among 
the rafters of Keyes & Watkins’ stable, and 
Garrison’s followers looking around for 
troughs in which to hide their heads. 

FOURTH ROUND. 

But in the fourth round the Garrison stay- 
ing qualities told to good advantage. Snyder, 
a trifle out of breath and in- 
clined to dangerous over-confii- 
dence, again crowded the fighting 
and Garrison stayed with him, After a lively 
general interchange of blows his chance 
came, and with a vicious swing 
that stopped under Snyder’s left 
ear, Garrison stretched that doughty little 
scrapper almost on the same dent he had 
made in the sawdust. Garrison’s friends 

ining confidence, Snyder’s cautioning 
against taking chances, 


FIFTH ROUND. | 
Between the fourth and fifth rounds young 
Snyder drank the fatal draught of defeat. It 
consisted of three tumblerfuls of ice water, 
and he went intothefifth round voluntarily 
waterlogged, after having had . vic- 
tory within his = grasp. He fatled 
to fight with his accustomed 
sign, and the round ended with Garrison 
punching bim all over the ring, and Garrison 
stock passing his on the upward movement. 

SIXTH KOUND. ' 
The sixth round was short and sweet. 
Garrison was fighter enough to see that Sny- 
der bad made a fatal mistake in filling him- 
self up with ice-water, and he 
to play on  ~“Snyder’s martial 
where the ice-water ought to be. Aft 
last. he hit it, and Snyder doubled up and 
dropped like a sensitive plant. The biow

CHICAGO, lll., Sept. 15.—The ‘contemplated 
transfer of the bronze figure of Diana, 
which has so long graced the pinnacle of the 
dome on Madison Square Garden, New York 
City, tothe World’s Fair grourfls in this city, 
has been a matter of earnest solicitude onjthe 
partof quite a number of well-Known and 
well-meaning ladies connected with several 
women’s national organizations, The in- 
tention is to remount this masterpiece by St. 
Gaudens. on the dome of the agricultural 
building, and this has brought down upon 
the devoted heads of the World’s Fair man- 


agement the severe displeasure of certain of 
these ladies who objectto the nude in art, 
However, that lovely but somewhat decol- 
lette patron saint of her own sex has found 
@ Valliant defender in the _ person of 
‘Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the Board 
of Lady Managers of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. Mrs. Palmer has just '‘returnea 
from a season’s outing in the Adlrondacks 
and learned forthe first time of the stren- 
uous Opposition to Diana without petticoats 
and panniers. Mrs. Palmer in this connec- 
tion Is stated as considering opposition to the 
mounting of the statue wholly inconsistent. 
Continuing she said: ‘‘There is no suitable 
dome or towér on the woman’s building for 
its reception or the statue woujd have found 
a welcome resting place there. As to the 
merits of the protest which I understand the 
Woman’s Christian. Temperance Union has 
made, I am not qualified to speak, not 
having seen the _ ~resolutions or been 
made acquainted with the action of 
the organization. Miss Willard, the Presi- 
dent of the Union, is absent, andI do not 
care to express an opinion upon the motives 
of the opposition until lam better acq uainted 
“with the facts.’’

made overtures with Worth for a, gown for 
the bronze goddess who will adorn the agri- 
cultural building ata beight of 120feet. Here 
is where the true ground of objection should 
come; while Diana is perched at that dizzy 
altitude it will necessitate the purchase and 
use of fleld glasses in order to produce a full 
grown and fully developed shock. When 
decency is compelled to go to an expense of 
$3 or $4 in orderto be outraged it is indeed 
time to hold indignation meetings and adopt 
resolutions, 

‘*Atthe height of 120 feet Diana, with a 
paucity of raiment that would make Eve 
envious,is not likely to producea severe 
Shock. ‘‘Thedirectors of the World’s Fair 
themselves, too,’’ it continues, ‘‘have a 
“wreat regard for propriety. The suggestion 
to clothe the statue in skirts was debated at 
a secret meeting and unanimously voted 
Gown.

SENSATION IN COURT. 


A Chicago Man Attempted to Bribe Judge 
Woodman. 


Cu1caGo, Ill., Sept. 17.—Justice Woodman 
caused a pronounced sensation in his court- 
room this morning in deciding the case of the 
Garfield Park uabitues by stating that M. C. 
McDonald, a stockholder in the Garfield Park 
Club, had offered hima bribe of $300 to dis-

He then 
said, ‘lowe you some money,’ and handed 
me what Itrought wasthe amount due for 
bail bonds signed on the phony 8 of the 6th 
inst. After he had gone I came back to the 
lighted room and examined the Dills, and

Justice Woodman tnen asked in a loud 
tone: ‘*Is Michael Cassius McDonald in the 
court room at this time?’’ 

A moment of suspense followed and the 
question repeated. Mr. McDonald did not 
answer to his name and Justice Woodmen 
turned to Inspector Lewis, who sat beside 
him on the bench, and in plain view of every- 
body handed the money to him. Justice 
Woodman then pronounced his decision in 
the case. The principals were given $100 
each and the inmates $5 each.

Is not the fact that sucha base appeal is 
made and accepted, that favored manu- 
facturers acknowledge that they are bribed 
into supporting Republicanism by the of- 
fer of the privilege of robbing the people 
by taxation an irresistible reason for popu- 
lar opposition to Republicanism? One 
such ‘‘conversion’’ to the Republican 
policy of plutocracy should be wortha 
million conversions to the Democratic 
principle of popular rights.

A NATIONAL QUARANTINE. 


The confusion attending the enforcement 
of quarantine in New York emphasizes the 
demand for a reconstruction of quarantine 
laws. Both cabin and steerage passengers 
have been put to infinite trouble and dan- 
ger by unnecessary delay. It may be no 
blame can attach to the officials in charge 
of the work, although many of them have 
done nothing but bustle about and make a 
great racket. 

In connection with this demand for re- 
form comes Dr. Shakespeare’s argument 
for a national quarantine, published in the 
Medical News. It must be admitted that a 
well orgahized corps of sanitary officers 
deployed along the coast and frontiers, 
directed by a central authority and work- 
ing with a common system, would be more 
efficient than a haphazard attempt by the 
Statesto kgeep out the plague. Such a 
quarantine would be likely to have the 
virtues of intelligence, experience and 
plenty of money. It need not supersede 
State effort, but would supply its defi- 
ciencies. 

Besides, VA Dr. Shakespeare points out, 
the whole expense would not be borne by 
the coast States: 

The benefits of quarantine inure to the 
welfare ofthe whole country; therefore it Is 
just that money should be as freely expended 
when necessary at one port as at another, 
without respect to their relative commercial 
importance or to the amount of revenue Col- 
lectedinthe shape of boarding and inspec- 
tion fees, etc. It/is manifestly unfair that 
the seaboard cities and States should, asat 
present, be obliged to bear the entire expense 
of quarantine establishments, whose most 
import&int function should be the protection 
of the inhabitants of every region of the vast 
territory of the United States. } 

A frontier quarantine is a national con- 
cern in which all sections are equally in- 
terested. It is only right that the Fed- 
cral Government which has exclusive 
jurisdiction of foreign commerce should 
establish it and distribute its burdens and 


benefits equally among all.

It Was a Murderous Contrivance Filled 
With High Explosives, 


DISCOVERED IN TIME TO DEFEAT ITS 
SENDER’S PURPOSE. 


The Box Was a Common Cigar Cease Sent 
ina Larger Cover to the Windsor Hotel 
—Suspicion Was Aroused and the Po- 
lice Notified—How They Managed to 
Open It—The Criminal Calendar. 


NEw YORK, Sept. 17.—The life of Gov. Ros- 
well P. Flower was threatened by an infernal 
machine sent to himat the Windsor Hotel, 
this city, a couple of days ago, The box 
which contained the machine is now in the 
possession of Chief Inspector Steers at police 
headquarters, together with the infernal 
machine withits mechanical arrangements. 
A large number of detectives have been put 
onthe case. Every effortis being mate to 
suppress the fact that the box left at the 
Windsor Hotel contained a deadly machine 
and enough giant powder to have blown the 
Governor into eternity. 

The police officials are very reticent over 
the affair, but notwithstanding this it came 
out at police headquarters that Gov. Fiow- 
er’s life had been threatened and that the in- 
fernal machine was~-in Chief Inspector 
Steers’ possession. The affair was sent to 
Gov. Flower by mail. It was received at the 
hotel office and sent to the Governor’s room 
by aclerk. Gov, Flower had gone away in 
the morning to inspect the State oyster 
beds along the sound. When the pack- 
age was received it was carelessly 
laid aside, as everyone at the i'me 
was busy attending to other matters. When 
the package was finally opened it was found 
to contain a box so curious that no one would 
openit. A consultation was held and it was 
decided to send word to police headquarters, 
which was done. Two of Inspector Steers’ 
detectives were sent up to the hotel and took 
possession of the box. Later the Inspector 
and two of his trusted men examined 
the contrivance, but did not open 
it until it had been soa«ced in water for a few 
hours. After it had been opened the start- 
ling discovery was made that the box con- 
tainedan infernal machine. The machine 
was contained ina cigar-box and filled with 
giant powder and matches. It was soar- 
ranged that if the box was opened under 
ordinary circumstances it would have ex- 
ploded. 

After Inspector Steers had satisfied himself 
that the Governor’s life had been threatened, 
beheld aconsultation witha FPolice Superin- 
tendent Byrnes, and immediate steps were 
taken to run downthesender of the affair. 
No less than twenty detectives are working 
on thecase. It is known, of course, which 
post-office station the box was sent from, 
andthe detectives are turning their investt- 
gations in that direction. 

It is said a letter was received by Goy. 
Flower before the package was left at the 
hotel, warning him to be careful if he re- 
ceived a box and implying that an attempt 
would be made upon his life. This is said to 
be the reason that the persons af the hotel 
were sosuspicious of the box when it was 
recelved. 

There was great activity in the detective 
bureau at headquartersthis morning. When 
Inspector Steers was seen and asked whether 
the box sentto the Governor contained an 
infernal machine, he would not admit that 
such was the case.

DAIRYMAN WILLIAM POHLMAN TOOK 
WATER FROM THE FATAL SPRING. 


He Says, However, That He Only Used | rall 


It to Wash His Wagon—John L te 
Tells What He Knows of the Cattle 
Who Died on the Lot~The’ Pasture 
Shunned.

Residents in the neighborhood of Vande- 
venter and Lindell avenues who own cows 
or who did own cows previous to the intro- 
duction of Texas fever im the neighborhood, 
are on the lookout for stray cows and for in- 
formation which will lead to the discOvery of 
who drove diseased cows into the pasture. 
The vacant lot on the north siae of Lindell, 


running from Vandeventer avenue to Sarah 


street, is nolonger used as feeding ground 
for the cows owned by private parties in 
that lecality. Ihe death of eleven cows from 
Texas fever contracted in the lot has 
caused those who formerly pastured 
them there to keep them locked 
up m their stables and back yards. 
The running springs in the middle of the 
field which were used as watering places for 
the stock are avoided as though they poured 
forth contagion. It was around these 
springs that five of the nine cows which died 
in the field breathed their last. When burna- 
ing up«with the fever and hardly able to 
stand they dragged themselves to 
the running spring and sank down 
beside it todrink and die. The families liv- 
ing on Lindell avenue have been watching 
these springs and the pasture since last Tues- 
day, expecting to see some one drive a bunch 
of diseased cattle around here again. 
A DAIRYMAN GOT WATER THERE. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Tyler, wife of 
the President of the Tyler Desk Co., 
was looking out of her front 
window when she saw a milk 
wagon drive by and go west as far as Sarah 
street. It turned around and came back, 
and then stopped at 
springs inthe lot. A milkman jumped out 
and disappeared in the tall weeds with two 
milk cans.

An Accomplice Also in Limbo for Burn: 
ing the Evidence of His Partisan Re- 
port -Shady Methods of an Unmasked 
Republican — Civil Service Inquiry — 
Political Miscellany, | 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 17.~Labor Commis- 
sioner Peck has been calledon by a special 
committee appointed by the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, composed of Nelson 
Smith, Ellery Anderson, J, Sschoenf 
and . F. McSweeney, who read 68 
request for permission to examine the blanks 
from which he made up his report on the 
tariff! and wages. Mr. Peck, knowing that 
Mr. Anderson’s attorney, Norton Chase, was 
conferring with District Attorney James W. 
Eaton for the purpose of haviug a 
warrant sworn out for his arrest on 
a charge of destroying the documents 
that the committee wished to see, the meet- 
ing was very interesting. The warrant was 
issued for Mr. Peck’s arrest last night. He 
declares that the charge preferred against 
him is false,‘and denies that he has destroyed 
the papers. : 

The allegations in the application for a 
warrant are that on Sunday night, Sept. 11, 
Commissioner Peck did hand to Elbert Rod- 
gers, a clerk in his office, a ‘bundle of papers, 
and that said Rodgers handed them to the 
janitor of the apartment house, 2 South 
Hawk street, one J. W. Dennison, with the 
request that they be burned in the furnace; 
that this was done, but that certain charred 
remains were preserved, and these were ex- 
hiQited before the Judge and subsequently 
identified by clerks in Peck’s office as similar 
to those sent out tothe manufacturers when 
he was collecting’ statistics of wages during 
the years 1890 91. District-Attorney Eaton 
says of the case that when the knowledge 
thata crime had been committed in this 
county, viz.. the unlawful destruction of 
public papers, came to him it was his duty 
to bring it before either the Grand-jury ora 
police juetice. Hechose the latter and se- 
cured a warrant returnable to-morrow at 10 
a. m. 

While all this was goingon down-town the 
special committee were busy plying Commis- 
sioner Peck with their exasperating queries. 
The committee’s interview with Peck ended 
as it begun, In Peck’s agreeing to furnisha 
transcript of all tables and the like that were 
to gointo his report, but refused to let them 
examine a single blank. He also offered to 
let them examineallthe tables as they lay 
there in a mass, but Chairman smith 
said he would rather be excused. To Chair- 
man Smith Mr. Peck said he had always 
voted the Democratic ticket, and should "to 
it this year, unless he was blackguarded out 
of it by the papers who championed Mr. 
Cleveland and hounded him. A great deal of 
personality was indulged in during the tnter- 
view, and Mr. Peck was particularly bitter in 
his remarks to Anderson, who replied in 
kind, ana for a time it looked as though they 
mi a come to blows before the conference 
ended, 

Commissioner Peck was in court this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock accompanied by his stenog- 
rapher, Elbert Rodgers, both of whom are 
under arrest, charged with destroying the 
public documents. The complainant is Wm. 
Henry Dennison, the janitor of the building 
inwhich Peck and his steno pher have 
rooms, andthe prosecution eges that the 
documents were carried from the capitol to 
the room on Sunday evening last and de- 
stroyed by burning in the furnace. 

Mr. E. J. Meegan, the well-known criminal 
lawyer, appeared for the defendants, and 
Hon. Norton Chase, who represents Mr. E. 
Ellery Anderson Ip the civil ease now before 
the Supreme Court, in reference to the priv- 
acy of the documents, appeared for the dros- 
ecution. When the defendants.- were ar- 
raigned, Mr. Meegan asked for an adjourn- 
menton the grounds—first, because he had 
not the time to preparea case for his client; 
and, second, from the fact that the civil case 
now before Juage Fursman will practical! 
decide whether er not the destruction of suc 
papers would bea +e 1g = 

Mr. Chase opposed the adjournment, but 
Judge Guttman decided that it wasin order 
onthe latter grounds, for if that case was 
decided in favor of Mr. Peck there would be 
no necessity of continuing further with the 

roceedings. The case was therefore ad- 

ourned until Thursday, Sept. 29. Tho Su- 
preme Court case comes uponthe 27th. Mr. 

eck and Mr. Rodgerseach furnished $1,000 

ail. Mr. Peck is reticent on the subject, but 
says he will fight to the bitter end.

CHICAGO WILL PUT A CHAMPION ELEVEN 
: IN THE FIELD. 


Yale Has Refused to Meet the Windy 
Oity Team—Foot-Ball Outlook in~- St 
Louis—Cracker-Jacks for the New 
Madison Track—Gossip From Turf, 
Ring and Diamond. 


With the approach of Indian summer. the 
base ball fever dies out and interest 
in foot ball, the great. autumn game, 
awakens. Fora variety of reasons, the prin- 
cipalof which is purely a native spirit of in- 
difference, the game has heretofore never 
taken avery strong holdon home athletes, 
Within the past few years, however, the at- 
tention paid in the public press 
to the great intercollegiate matches 
in the East, and an increase in 
Eastern college graduates out West, has 
aroused some interest in the game. Slowly 
but surely the fever has crept out beyond the 
Alleghanies, Chicago has had It severely for 
the pgst year or two and this season will be 
represented by one of the strongest teams in 
the country. St. Louls has plenty of good 
material but a lack of interest and energy 
has so far prevented anything likea repre- 
sentative team from being put in the fleld. 

interest in the game locally has so far been 
confinea tothe Washington and St. Louis 
Universities and the Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege. The Washington University has always 
had a very strong eleven, having had the ad- 
vantage of picking from the Manual Training 

School and Smith Academy elevens. The 
boys ofthe University take great interest in 
the sport and witha little encouragement 
from the public would makea very repre- 
sentative aggregation. The Rugby 
game is new to the other uni- 
versities, the American game having been 
more to their liking up to three years ago, 
when they adopted the regular university 
game. Both colleges have very good ma- 
terial, but it is as yet a trifle crude. 

The outlook for Rugby foot-ball this 
yearis very encouraging. With the three 
universitiesand the Pastime Athletic Olub 
enlisted in the common cause of arousing 
public interest something ought to be accom. 
plished. Ifthe Pastime Club succeed in get- 
tigg all the good material they have in 
their ranks into the eleven they ought to 
have the champion team of:.the State. But 
the Washington University boys will have 
something to say about that. There is plenty 
of good foot-ball material in both the Unt- 
versity and Marquette clubs. A _ series of 
games between the Pastimes, Washington 
University, Marquette and University Clubs 
and a junior series between the Manual 
Training School, St. Louis University and 
Christian Brothers’ College would keep foot- 
Dall matters at a white heat until after 
Thanksegtving. 

Ifanythingistobe done in the matter it 
must be done at once, as football is not a gen- 
tle pastime. To bea good player one must 
be a ‘‘hog on punishment,’’ as the prize- 
fighters say, and in well hardened condition. 
The gentile sex, Who are debarred by conven- 
tionality from witnessing prize-fights, find no 
such restrictions around football, The game 
isan agglomerate scrap from startto finisn 
with twenty-two principals instead ofasingle 
pair. The person who has a liking for 
Greeco-Roman, roughand tumble, give and 
take, boxing, sprinting and all around 
athletics can have his diversified tastes satis- 
fled at one fell swoop by witnessing a game 
of Rugby football. 

CHICAGO’S GREAT TEAM. 

CuicaGco, Ill., Sept. 17.—Chicago’s new 
foot-ballteam will play under thecolors of 
the Chicago Athletic Association. The play- 
ers and their positions are: Holman and 
Peters, center rushers ; Heffelfinger, Lewis 
Janeway, guards, Malley, Rafferty, Alward, 
Haworth and Harding, tackles; Donnelly, 
Hamlin, Lockwood, Remington and Sager, 
ends; Dean and Yawger, quarter-backs; 
Crawford, Sturges, Alward, Harding and 
Haworth, half-backs; Ames, full-back. 

The eleven was organized by Wililam 
Crawford who was at the head of last year’s 
successfulali-university eleven. Every mein- 
ber is a collegian and a star in his fleld of the 
work. While East this summer coaching the 
Yale boys Crawford arranged fora series of 
foot-ball games. The team wiil leave Chi- 
cago, Oct. 20. The games so far scheduled are: 
Oct. 21, Cleveland Athletic Clubat Cleveland; 
Oct. 22, Rochester University at Rochester; 
Oct. 25, Harvards at Cambridge; Oct. 27, 
University of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia; 
Nov. 1, Princetons at Princeton; Nov. 5, 
Crescent Athietic Club. Yalehas so far de- 
clined to meet the Chicago eleven, but it is 
likely that a game will be arranged soon. 
Holcomb, Peters, Dean, Hamlin, Haworth 
and Heffelfinger are graduates of Yale; Jane- 
way, Ames and Donnelly of Princeton; 
Malley of University of Michlgan; Rafferty of 
Lehigh; Alward, Remington and Harding 
of Harvard; Sager of Northwestern 
University; Lockwood of Columbia and 
Yawzer of Cornell. The players wilil soon go ‘ 
into training. Several are acting as coach- 
ers for Western college teams, and the mid- 
dle of October will see some lively exhibition 
games in Chicago. Holcomb made his record 
at Yale, and Peters became famous as Cap- 
tain and center of Yale as far back as 1885.

The School Board Fails to Approve the 
Electric Fixture Contract. 


The School Board Building Committee took 
the hint of the board to economize and to 


award the contracts for illumination fixtures 
in the Board of Education Building to 
the lowest and best bidder. At 
lastevening’s session of the committee, at 
which Mr. Kutledge presided, in the absence 
of Messrs. Biair and Bus, it was derided to 
select designs for the combination lighting 
fixtures in the new buliding next Friday, 
the 23d inst., and to award contracts upon 
the chosen design on the following Friday 
Sept. 30. This undoes the much criticised 
award of the contract on Friday, the 9th 
inst., tothe Enterprise Brass Co. for $10,719, 
while the other bids were as follows: 

Watts & Co., $8,988; 

Fixture Co., $9, 240; y 

Fixture Co.,bid No. 1, $6,750; Fay Gas Fixture 
Co.. bid No, 2, $4,750. The explanation given 
was that the design submitted by the Enter- 
prise Brass Co,,was the only one satisfactory 
to Architect Isaac 8S. Taylor, under whose 
Supervision it was prepared, and therefore 
the contract was awarded to the Enterprise 
Brass Co., because none of the other bidders 
had used the design which bore the seal of 
Mr. Taylor’s approval. This explanation 
failed to explain the situation to the satisfac- 
tion of the defeated competitors who could 
not grasp the logic of one bidder fixing the 
designs for the others, and thus setting for 
them a pace which they could not maintain. 
The School Board atits meeting Tuesday re- 
ferred back to the committee the part of 
their report which made the paradoxical 
award of the fixtures contract and the com- 
mittee was obliged to confront the altered 
condition yesterday afternoon, 

Mr. Brockman, who led the attack upon 
the extravagance of the Building 
Committee last Tuesday evening 
said to-day in reference to 
the action of the committee yesterday: ‘‘It 
does seemasifthe architect of the board 
holds the purse ofthe committee between 
his finger and thumb and opens it as wide 
as he chooses. We want to keep that 
fixtures contract within $4,000, and we 
are going to do it. The very idea of having 
a standing lamp for the library superintend- 
enttocost $175 and nine chandeliers in one 
room worth $375 a piece is preposterous ex- 
travagance.

Mr. F. Harris, Presiaent of the Enterprise 
Brass ©Co,, was asked to-day whether he 
would endeavor to recover from the board 
forthe loss cansequent upon the cancella- 
tion of his contract. He said: ‘*No, I have 
no grievance against the board, because
